M. Henri Cordier, Professor of Geo- 
graphy at the Boole des Langues Ovientales 
in formerly a prominent member of 
the Society's Council, was elected a Cor- 
responding member, ‘and Father Angelo 
Zottoli, the celebrated author of the “Cursus: 
Literaturae Sinicae “an Honorary Member 
is the place of Sir Walter Medhurst de- 
ceased, It was then decided to publish the 
Couneil’s Report together with the Trea- 
surer’s and Curator’s Report, and a List of 
Library donations prepared by the Presi- 
dont, in lieu of a Librarian's Report, in the 
forthcoming fascicule of the Society's Jour- 
nal. The election of a new Council was 
then proceded with, which resulted as fol- 
lows :—President, Dr. Hirth ; Vice-Presi- 
dents, Dr. Jamieson and Mr. Kingsmill ; 
Hon, Sec. and Treasurer, Mr. 8. von Fries ; 
Hon. Curator of Musoun, Mr. H. E. Hob: 
son; Hon, Librarian, Mr. H. Beck ; 
cillors, Messrs. Drew, Haas, Kraetzer, 
Nocentini and Playfair, A vote of thanks 
was then moved’ and carried for the 
officers of the last Council. The ordinary 
business of the meeting having been 
disposed of, the President announced to 
the members the substance of a circular 
concerning a fund of $25,000 established 
“for the advancement and prosecution of 
scientific research in its broadest. sense,” 
by Mrs. Elisabeth Thompson. Intending 
applicants, the Chairman remarked, should 
consider that the competition must be large, 
since the same circular had probably been 
sent to all the scientific societies of the 
world. 

‘The subject of the non-business part of 
the evening's assembly was the reading of 
2, Raper, written. by Ms. Geo, Phil 
H.B.M.’s Consul at Swatow, entitled “The 
Seaports of India and Ceylon, described by 
Chinese Voyagers of the Fifteenth Century, 


























together with an account of Chinese ant| 
gation.” 

Before reading the paper itself the Chair- 
man made the following remarks :— 

By way of introduction to Mr. Phillips’ 
paper I wish to draw attention to a fact 
which is not generally known. China has 
had her age of discovery and ‘conquest by 
naa strength as well as Europe. It was 

luring the reign of the ir Yang-lo 
that the celebrated Chine era com- 
mander Chéng Ho (whose name, by the 
way, is not contained in Mayers’ Manual) 
was sent out on an expedition to certain 
distant countries in the Southern Seas. 
Chéng Ho, as we learn from Mr. Groene- 
veldt’s translation of a chapter in the 
“‘History of the MingDynasty,” had cometo 
Java under peaceful pretext ; but his visit 
soon degenerated into an actual conquest. 
Java and other Malay countries sent 
tribute to China up to the middle of the 
15th century, when these signs of depen- 
dence becaine less frequent. Chéng Ho, 
appears to have establislied Chinese rule not 
only in the Indian Arehipelago, but also in 
the islands west of it as far'as Ceylon, 
possibly even in the Blakive Islands, whose 
ents a blank between Ibn 
it in A.D. 1343 and the arrival 
of the Portuguese in A.D. 1506. Chéng Ho 
was a native of Yiinnan and made his career 
as a cunuch at the court of the Emperor 
Chéng-tu, who reigned from A.D 1403 to 
1424.” Imperial favour made him com- 
mander-in-chief over a body of 27,800 
soldiers and 60 large fighting junks, sent 
out for the purpose of “making known th 
Emperor's orders in distant countri 
When Chéng Ho returned, he brought 
him one of the conquered kings, the Chief 
‘of Palembang, as prisoner to China. Ona 
second expedition in A.D. 1408, a battle 
took place between the Chinese adventurers 
and the King of Ceylon, in which the latter 
was made prisoner with his suite and family, 
and brought to China, The King was sent 
back by the Chinese Emperor, but replaced 
on the throne by another member of the 
family. The kings of Ceylon after this 
continued to reign as vassals of the Emperor 
of China for nearly half a century. Full 
ils regarding these important ‘events 
are contained in Chinese records, and in 
‘Tennent’s “Ceylon ;” but the author of 
the last named work adds that these facts 
are ‘obscurely alluded to in some of the 
Singhalese chronicles” (Vol. I, p. 416), and 
that, ‘‘on their arrival in Ceylon early in 
the 16th century, the Portuguese found 
many evidences still existing of the inter- 
course and influence of the Chinese.” Tra- 
ition was then so strongly in favour of 
this influence that Portuguese writers even 
tempted to explain the name Singhalese 
as having originated, like the race it di 
scribed, from the intermarriage of the 
Chinese with the Gallas, the caste who in 
great numbers still inhabit the country to 
the north of Point de Gall 

Mr. Phillips’ paper, which will ap- 
pear in full in the next fascicule of the 
Society's Journal now in the press, was 
accompanied by a Chinese chart, which 
contains the naines of numerous localities 
situated on the coasts passed by those tra- 
vellers. It was probably compiled from 
charts in the possession of Arab navigators, 
perhaps the same of which Marco Polo 
says that ‘he had related things that were 
pointed ont to him on the maps of mariners 
of the Indies.” Tn that chart the North 
Star is used to show the latitude of places, 
and in the course of his paper, Mr. Phil 
shows that Chinese navigators of the 
middle ages must have used the same 
system of determining the latitude of a 
place as the Arabs, who measured the 










































part. One of the chief points raised in 

the discussion was the question of the 

value of the work of Dr. ¥. Porter Smith, 

entitled “Vocabulary of Chinese Proper 

nawes,”and whether the time for a revised 

edition of that work with the latest geo:

‘The anniial Report of the Council was 
taken as read, and it will soon appear in the 
journal.

‘The steamers which left hero on the Gil 
instant for ‘Tientsin have all put 
appearance here again. he El Dorado

no delay at Taku, first to reach ‘Tientsin, 
though not to get to Taku, the first to leave 
‘Tientsin and the first to return to Sha: 
hai. The Kowshing returned next, but all 
we can gather from the Kowshing’s report 
is that she left ‘Taku Bar at 6.49 p.m. om 
the 11th and arrived at Shanghai at 7.45 
p.m, on the 13th, tus making the voyage in 
49 hours, beating her best recurd by half an 
hour. ‘The third boat back was the Uaean. 
She was the last but one to leave Shang! 
starting from Kin-lee-yugn at 10,4. 
ou the 6th, aud off Drinkwater Point weut 
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to the front, passing all the other boats 
except the Kowshing which led all the way 
to Taku. Shaweishan was passed at 3.30 
pan, on the 6th ; N.E, Promontory at 9.30 
p.m, on the 7th ; Houki 705 a.m. on the 
Sth ; aud she anchored off Taku Bar at 6.40 
p.m. on the same day, but the Haean 
had to wait, as did the other steamers, 
except the Bl Dorado. for the pam. tide, 
She arrived off the ‘Taku Custom ionse 
at 530 p.m. on the 9th, and ‘Tientsin 
at 10.30 p.m. the same day.
